Students in the Halifax Re¬ 
gional School Board are 
facing very different chal¬ 
lenges depending on their 
grade level, according to a 
new report. 

Supt. Carole Olsen hand¬ 
ed the HRSB its annual re¬ 
port card at a board meet¬ 
ing last night, and said 
while academic perform¬ 
ance seems to be improv¬ 
ing, most schools still have 
a long way to go. 

The report focused mainly 
on math and reading skills. 


Last year, almost every ele¬ 
mentary school in the HRSB 
reported 80 per cent of its 
Grade 2 students were 
“meeting expectations” in 
the math curriculum, said 
Olsen. By the time students 
reached Grade 8, however, 
only 33 per cent of schools 
were reporting the same lev¬ 
el of achievement. 

When it came to reading, 
the trend was the exact op¬ 
posite — with the lower 
grades struggling with basic 
reading skills and higher 
grades performing much 
better overall. 

“These assessments allow 
us to see where students are 


struggling with a particular 
concept,” Olsen said. “We’ve 
seen that if we concentrate 
on that concept in terms of 
professional development 
for teachers and resources in 
the classroom, we can im¬ 
prove those areas.” 

Karen Webber, principal 
at Oyster Pond Academy 
near Sheet Harbour, said 
her school is typical of 
many in the HRSB, and is al¬ 
ready making changes to 
help younger students im¬ 
prove their reading skills. 

“Every Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, we lasso everybody 
that’s not tied down in our 
community — including 


parents — and we partner 
as many Grade 1 students 
with an adult for some one- 
on-one reading,” she said. 
“We call it a reading blitz.” 

The HRSB report was 
compiled using extensive 
data from each of the 
board’s 137 schools. Olsen 
pointed out it doesn’t take 
into account improvements 
already made. 

“I’m absolutely confident 
that in five years time, 
every school will be improv¬ 
ing,” Olsen said.

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Third-wave warning 

Shots still needed to avoid another outbreak: Official

Flu Outbreak

The second swine flu wave 
is declining but people 
still need to guard against 
a potential third wave, 
provincial health officials 
stressed yesterday. 

In his weekly H1N1 up¬ 
date, Nova Scotia’s chief 
medical officer of health, 
Dr. Robert Strang, said the 
numbers of people going to 
hospital with severe flu 
symptoms never hit worst- 
case scenario predictions 
and are now dropping. 

But Strang said people 
need to get vaccinated to 
head off the “strong likeli¬ 
hood” of another outbreak 
in the winter or spring. 

“It is a personal choice to 
get immunized, but people 
need to understand the 
choice they make affects 
not just themselves,” Strang 
said. 

“They may be the person 
who has mild disease, but 
the person that they spread 
it to sitting on the bus or sit¬ 
ting beside them at work 
may be the person who gets 
severely ill and ends up in 
hospital, or perhaps even 
dies.” 

The province is receiving 
more than 300,000 doses of 
vaccine this week and next. 
Strang said scarcity of vac¬ 
cine is no longer a problem. 

In the week of Nov. 15-21, 
there were 28 new con¬ 
firmed H1N1 hospitaliza¬ 
tions. There were two 
deaths — a man and a 
woman, both in their 40s, 
with underlying health con¬ 


ditions. 

But overall, the percent¬ 
age of emergency room vis¬ 
its for people with influen¬ 
za-like illness fell to 15 per 
cent from 24 per cent the 
week previous. 

QEII Health Sciences di¬ 
rector of virology and im¬ 
munology, Todd Hatchette, 
said despite the recent 
ebbing of H1N1, people 
should not become compla¬ 
cent. 

“There is something dif¬ 
ferent about this vims that 
separates it from seasonal 
flu,” he said. “As an infec¬ 
tious disease physician, 


when you walk through the 
(intensive care unit) and see 
half the beds filled with 
people being treated for in¬ 
fluenza, (it) is quite abnor¬ 
mal. 

“You never see this in a 
seasonal flu epidemic.”

Fage hit with crash lawsuit 

Former MLA facing more legal woes after 2006 collision

Former Cumberland North 
MLA Ernest Fage is in for 
another legal battle result¬ 
ing from a 2006 collision in 
Halifax that forced him 
from cabinet. 

George Myrer, the driver 
of the 2002 Nissan Sentra 
rear-ended by Fage’s gov¬ 
ernment-leased 2005 Vollc- 
swagon Jetta, filed a law¬ 
suit in Halifax Supreme 
Court on Monday accusing 
the veteran politician of 
negligence. 

In his claim, Myrer says 
he sustained personal in¬ 
juries and damages as a re¬ 
sult of the collision. He ac¬ 
cuses the former cabinet 
minister of negligence in 
failing to operate his vehi¬ 
cle in a careful and prudent 
manner, failing to take 
proper or immediate ac¬ 
tion when the accident ap¬ 
peared imminent, operat¬ 
ing his vehicle in a manner 
that endangered the life 
and limb of the plaintiff, 
operating his vehicle at an 
excessive rate of speed and 
operating his vehicle while 
not in a fit and proper con¬ 
dition to do. 


The allegations made in 
the claim have yet to be 
proven in court. Myrer is 
seeking unspecified dam¬ 


ages. 

While it will be his 
client’s decision, Mason 
said most of these types of 


= claims are settled before 
they get to court. 

“Once we have proper 
medical documentation on 
Mr. Myrer’s condition we’ll 
be in a position to quantify 
° it,” he said. “We’ll be in dis¬ 
cussion with Mr. Fage’s in¬ 
surers and if the case can 
be settled, it will be settled 
unless Mr. Myrer wishes to 
go to trial.”

$60,000 for man 
forced to retire

An independent board of 
inquiry has awarded over 
$ 6 o,ooo to a Nova Scotia 
man who was forced to re¬ 
tire by his employer. 

The Nova Scotia Human 
Rights Inquiry announced 
yesterday a reward of 
$64,515 to Robert Theri¬ 
ault of Meteghan, Digby 
Co. for financial losses and 
damages resulting from 
his forced retirement from 
the Acadian school board 
where he worked as the co¬ 
ordinator of operations re¬ 
sponsible for maintenance. 

A Human Rights Com¬ 
mission release yesterday 
stated the board “discrimi¬ 
nated against Mr. Theriault 
when it forced him to re¬ 
tire in 2005” at the age of 
65. In his ruling, board 
chair Don Murray accepted 
that Theriault “felt be-

trayed, bitter, disillu¬ 
sioned, upset and frustrat¬ 
ed by his forced retire¬ 
ment,” the release said. 

Commission CEO Krista 
Daley told Metro yesterday 
the school board had no 
policy in place in regards 
to a set retirement age, 
and so the inquiry deter¬ 
mined Theriault should 
have been allowed to keep 


working even though the 
normal age of retirement 
is seen by most as 65. 

“What this board of in¬ 
quiry said was that no, 
there was no agreement in 
place to do that and there¬ 
fore it was unlawful in that 
sense,” Daley said. 

“I’m very pleased,” she 
then added about the deci¬ 
sion. “I think people’s 
right to continue to work 
until they’re unable to is a 
very important human 
right. The age of 65 is more 
an arbitrary age and 
should more depend on a 
person’s desire to continue 
working, need to continue 
working and their ability 
to continue working.” 

Theriault filed the com¬ 
plaint with the provincial 
human rights commission 
and the case had been on 
going since September of 
last year. Boards of inquiry 
are the final stage in the 
human rights process.

Kidnapped journalist freed 


Albertan says she was tortured during 15-month captivity 


Canadian journalist Aman¬ 
da Lindhout, freed after 15 
months of captivity in war- 
torn Somalia, says she was 
kept isolated, beaten and 
tortured, so she dreamed 
of walking through 
Vancouver’s Stanley Park to 
stay sane and not lose 
hope. 

“My day was sitting on a 
floor in a comer, 24 hours a 
day for the last few 
months,” Lindhout said in 
an interview with CTV from 
Mogadishu, the capital city 
of Somalia. 

Lindhout, who is from 
Sylvan Lake, Alta., and Aus¬ 
tralian photographer Nigel 
Brennan were kidnapped 
Aug. 23, 2008. Somali offi¬ 
cials said they were released 
yesterday. 

“There were times I was

“The money wasn’t com¬ 
ing quickly enough for 
these men, and they 
seemed to think if they beat 
me enough, then when I 
was able to speak with my 
mother (by phone every 
couple of months), I would 
be able to say the right 
thing to convince her to pay 
the ransom, which was a 
million dollars.” 

She said she tried to con¬ 
vince them her family did¬ 
n’t have that kind of mon¬ 
ey, but she said they be¬ 
lieved all Canadians were 
that wealthy. Money was ul¬ 
timately paid by the fami¬ 
lies, she said, but she didn’t 
know how much.

Hillier calls Colvin's 
claims 'ludicrous' 


Afghanistan Canada’s for¬ 
mer top soldier has blast¬ 
ed claims by diplomat 
Richard Colvin that the 
military handed over 
Afghan prisoners to face 
torture despite warnings, 
calling the allegation “lu¬ 
dicrous.” 

A bristling Rick Hillier, 
mixing indignance with 
folksy charm, told a spe¬ 
cial Commons committee 
yesterday that reports 
from Afghanistan in 2006 
never mentioned that pris¬ 
oners were at risk of tor¬ 
ture. 

But the dust from his 
testimony hadn’t even set¬ 
tled before contradictions 
began to emerge. 

Uncensored versions of 
Colvin’s reports began cir¬ 
culating last night that 
said the International 
Committee of the Red 
Cross, the agency trusted 
by nations to observe pris¬ 
oners of war, was named 
in emails to Ottawa as ex¬ 
pressing “alarm” about 
conditions within Afghan 
prisons. 

The references were par¬ 
ticularly stark in one 
memo written by the 
diplomat on June 2, 2006. 

An official who’s seen 
Colvin’s emailed reports 
conceded that the Red 
Cross was “really pissed 
off” for procedural reasons 
about Canada’s tardy re¬ 
porting whenever a pris¬ 
oner was captured, but it 


was “more concerned 
about what was done to 
detainees after they were 
handed over.” 

The reports were widely 
distributed in both the de¬ 
fence and foreign affairs 
departments, and even ap¬ 
parently copied to the of¬ 
fice of Peter MacKay, who 
was minister of foreign af¬ 
fairs in 2006. 

Hillier denied seeing 
Colvin’s reports at the 
time, but assured MPs that 
had they warned of tor¬ 
ture, he would have been 
briefed. He said he recent¬ 
ly reread the reports to re¬ 
assure himself that he did¬ 
n’t blunder three years 
ago. 

The testimony was 
backed up by retired gen¬ 
eral Michel Gauthier, for¬ 
mer head of Canada’s ex¬ 
peditionary forces, and 
Maj.-Gen. David Fraser, the 
Canadian commander on 
the ground in 2006. 

Gauthier testified that 
reports in 2006 and early 
2007 never even used the 
word torture, except in 
one isolated incidence.

Gender studies support crucial lessons

As many women do in uni¬ 
versity, I took a few 
women’s studies classes. I 
remember in one mostly 
female class the teacher 
asked who was feminist; 
my hand was among a few 
that went up. But in class 
discussions, my classmates’ 
thoughts on gender roles 
or reproductive rights 
made it clear that’s exactly 
what they are. 

It’s an apt example of 
how necessary gender stud¬ 
ies are; that young adults 
can dismiss feminism as 
radical yet recognize the 


cornerstones of the move¬ 
ment is evidence of this. 

Fortunately, two initia¬ 
tives are underway to 
change that. 

Ontario’s education min¬ 
istry announced earlier 
this month that a gender 
studies class would be of¬ 
fered beginning in Septem¬ 
ber 2011 — a crucial lesson 
for young men and women 
just starting to learn how 
to relate to one other. 

Shameless Magazine, a 
Canadian feminist maga¬ 
zine, has launched free 
weekend workshops on 
journalism for teen girls 
called Shameless Wire. By 
teaching them the funda¬ 
mentals of the trade, 
Shameless hopes to intro¬ 
duce more voices to tell the 
story of our diverse society. 

As it is, degrees and un¬ 
paid internships are practi¬ 
cally prerogatives to be¬ 


come a journalist, limiting 
the field to those who can 
pay their way in. Women 
comprise the majority of 
the incoming talent pool 
(two in three journalism 
students are women, ac¬ 
cording to a 2003 U.S. 
study), but men hold 65 
per cent of supervising po¬ 
sitions at newspapers, a 
2006 study says. 

Perhaps the simplest, 
most important reason is 
this; “Very few other indus¬ 
tries would consider this 
kind of model acceptable,” 
said Allison Martell, one of 
two women who created 
Shameless Wire. “It’s not 
because I think we need to 
be a token, I just think 
we’re going to have the 
best workforce if we make 
sure it’s open to everyone.” 

The lesson holds true 
outside the newsroom, too. 
What we absorb in our dai¬ 


ly lives shapes our identi¬ 
ties. As Emily Gould wrote 
on 

moreintelligentlife.com: 
“Women have not yet 
come so far that we can 
shrug off worries about be¬ 
ing misrepresented.” 

The messages that bom¬ 
bard us daily can be relent¬ 
less: Pop culture is littered 
with stereotypes and unre¬ 
alistic standards: Ugly Bet¬ 
ty s and Top Model Tyras, 
Biggest Losers and flabby 
runners-up, and men and 
boys. 

My hope is these two 
programs will offer a les¬ 
son not to just young 
adults, but to all of us: 
There is nuance in the 
world, and by acknowledg¬ 
ing it, we’re better for it.

Misunderstanding allowances can be costly

C onstruction con¬ 
tracts for new 
homes incorpo¬ 
rate allowances 
for specific mate¬ 
rials and finishes. Each 
agreement will dictate an 
amount, which is included 
in the contract price, to 
cover the cost of pre¬ 
scribed items. 

Allowances for flooring, 
lighting, and cabinets are 
the most common in the 
industry. 


Misunderstanding the 
use of allowances can be 
frustrating and costly. Pur¬ 
chasers should be very cau¬ 
tious of allowances when 
considering a new con¬ 
struction home. 

Firstly, the standard fea¬ 
tures and specifications 
should be clearly defined 
in the construction con¬ 
tract. 

Purchasers should not 
assume that the materials 
and styles used in the mod¬ 
el home are reflective of 
the standard features. 
Model homes are usually 
finished with upgraded 
materials that exceed the 
allowances. 

In addition, the applica¬ 
ble allowances will likely 
be inclusive of HST. How¬ 
ever, retailers advertise 


prices that exclude HST. 
This disparity in pricing 
will regularly cause pur¬ 
chasers to exceed their al¬ 
lowance. 

For example, a $1,500 
lighting allowance in a 
sales contract is actually 
worth just over $1,300 be¬ 
fore tax. 

Another common mis¬ 
take relates to cabinet al¬ 
lowances. While many pur¬ 
chasers will carefully se¬ 
lect a kitchen that fits 
their budget, they over¬ 
look the fact that the refer¬ 
ence to “cabinets” in the 
contract includes bath¬ 
room vanities. 

Many purchasers are sur¬ 
prised there is no al¬ 
lowance for certain basic 
items. For example, bath¬ 
room fixtures, such as mir¬ 


rors, towel racks and toilet 
paper holders, are often 
excluded from sales con¬ 
tracts. 

Purchasers may also be 
restricted to worlcing with 
the seller’s preferred sup¬ 
pliers. 

As a result, purchasers 
can’t benefit from sale 
prices that may fit their al¬ 
lowances if the preferred 
supplier is not making the 
same offer. This limits the 
ability to shop for deals. 

Ultimately, any variation 
between an allowance and 
the final cost will be re¬ 
flected through an in¬ 
crease in the contract 
price.

It’s back to the basics for 
the Italian fashion scene. 
Major players gathered in 
Milan this week for an in¬ 
dustry summit say the 
world economic crisis has 
pushed the fashion indus¬ 
try to the brink, and called 
for — gasp! — a return to 
normal, an embrace of the 
boring. 

Participants including 
CEO Andrea Guerra of the 
Luxottica eyewear compa¬ 


ny and Ferragamo CEO 
Michele Norsa said the key 
to survival is to concen¬ 
trate on the core product 
after industrywide cost¬ 
cutting. 

“We need to return to 
being more boring. That 
means if we are good at 
eyewear, we need to make 
eyewear and thank good¬ 
ness for 49 years we have 
made only eyewear. Others 
thought the time was ripe 


to do everything, and they 
now see that doing every¬ 
thing was a disaster.” 

More than anything, the 
crisis has defined a new 
normal, he said. 

“There is no going back. 
(People) think that this is 
the critical moment, but I 
am convinced that 2005, 
2006 and 2007 were the 
years of unreality,” Guerra 
said, with unchecked 
growth and free spending. 


“This is 

a new world, it is not about 
declines and crashes. It is 
normal growth.” 

Norsa said the industry 
must reckon with perma¬ 
nent shifts in spending 
patterns. 

“We have lost consumers 
who spent without looking 
at prices,” Norsa said. 

Sales growth will fall five 
per cent in 2009 after a 
modest four per cent 
growth last year, according 
to a study by Bank of 
America-Merrill Lynch. 

In general, the biggest 
companies with annual 
revenues above 300 mil¬ 
lion euros are doing the 
best, said Paula Durante, a 


especially hard hit this

Court grants Polanski bail 

Pays up $4-5 million but must remain under house arrest

The Swiss Criminal Court 
granted director Roman 
Polanski bail on Wednes¬ 
day, accepting US$4.5 mil¬ 
lion to allow him to 
remain under house arrest 
and monitored by an elec¬ 
tronic bracelet at his 
chalet in the Swiss resort 
of Gstaad. 

The Swiss Justice Min¬ 
istry, which ordered him 
arrested on Sept. 26 as he 
arrived in Zurich to receive 
a lifetime achievement 
award at a film festival, 
said it still viewed him as a 
flight risk. But Polanski 
wasn’t immediately re¬ 
leased. He will stay in 
prison for up to 10 days 
while the Swiss govern¬ 
ment decides whether to 
appeal. 

The verdict does not af¬ 
fect the Swiss Justice Min¬ 
istry’s ongoing assessment 
of whether Polanski 
should be extradited to the 
United States for having 
sex in 1977 with a 13-year- 
old girl, after plying her 
with champagne and a 
Quaalude pill at a model¬ 
ling shoot. 

He was initially indicted 


on six felony counts, in¬ 
cluding rape by use of 
drugs, child molesting and 
sodomy. Polanski pleaded 
guilty to the lesser charge 
of unlawful sexual inter¬ 
course. In exchange, the 
judge agreed to drop the 
remaining charges and 
sentence him to prison for 
a 90-day psychiatric evalua¬ 
tion. 

The evaluator released 
Polanski after 42 days, but 
the judge said he would 
send him back to serve out 
the 90 days. Polanski then 


fled the country on Feb. 1, 
1978, the day he was to be 
sentenced and has lived in 
France since. 

“The 76-year-old appel¬ 
lant is married and the fa¬ 
ther of two minors,” the 
court said, as it considered 
Polanski’s offer of a cash 
bail secured by his apart¬ 
ment in Paris. “It can be as¬ 
sumed that as a responsi¬ 
ble father he will, especial¬ 
ly in view of his advanced 
age, attach greater impor¬ 
tance to the financial secu¬ 
rity of his family.” 


“We will decide quickly 
on whether to order his re¬ 
lease or file an appeal with 
the Federal Tribunal,” Jus¬ 
tice Ministry spokesman 
Folco Galli said. Authori¬ 
ties had 10 days to refer 
the matter to the tribunal, 
Switzerland’s highest 
court, but Galli said they 
would make their decision 
before that. The Federal 
Tribunal said it had yet to 
receive an appeal. The de¬ 
cision came as a surprise. 
Swiss legal experts had 
said earlier that Polanski’s 
chances of bail were slim. 

Polanski claims the 
judge and prosecutors in 
his initial trial acted im¬ 
properly. A California ap¬ 
peals court will listen to 
oral arguments from his 
attorneys next month. 
They will be urging the 
court to order a lower 
court to decide whether to 
dismiss charges against the 
fugitive director, whether 
he is present or not. 

A decision on extraditing 
Polanski to Los Angeles is 
still pending, and would al¬ 
so be subject to appeals.

Shepherd's Pie 

INGREDIENTS: 

15 ml (1 tbsp) olive oil 
2 medium onions, 
chopped 

1.5 kg (3 lb) ground lamb 
2 ml (1/2 tsp) salt 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) cracked 
black pepper 

3 cloves garlic, minced 
30 ml (2 tbsp) tomato 
paste 

125 ml (1/2 cup) red wine 
125 ml (1/2 cup) chicken 
broth 

1 can (796 ml/28 oz) diced 
tomatoes 

1 sprig fresh rosemary 

125 ml (1/2 cup) chopped 

lcalamata olives 

50 ml (1/4 cup) chopped 

fresh parsley 

Polenta 

750 ml (3 cups) water 
500 ml (2 cups) ground po¬ 
lenta 

750 ml (3 cups) cold milk 

5 ml (1 tsp) salt 

250 ml (1 cup) fresh grated 

Parmesan cheese 

30 ml (2 tbsp) butter 

METHOD: 

1) Preheat oven to 190 C 
(375 F). 

2) In a large deep skillet, 
heat oil over medium-high 
heat.

3) Add onions and cook, 
stirring often, until tender 
and golden, about 10 min¬ 
utes. 

4) Add lamb and cook, 
breaking up pieces with 
the back of a spoon, until 
browned and no pink re¬ 
mains, about 10 minutes. 

5) Drain any fat; season 
with salt and pepper. Add 
garlic and tomato paste 
and cook for 1 minute. 

6) Add wine and simmer 
until it is reduced by half. 

7) Add broth, tomatoes 
and rosemary. Adjust heat 
to maintain a simmer, stir¬ 


ring occasionally until 
sauce thickens and coats 
meat, about 15 minutes. 

8) Remove from heat. Stir 
in olives and parsley. 
Meanwhile, in a large 
saucepan over high heat, 
bring water to a boil. 

9) Stir in polenta, milk 
and salt, stirring constant¬ 
ly, until smooth and 
polenta begins to thicken, 
about 15 minutes. 

10) Reduce heat to 
medium and cook until 
polenta begins to bubble 
and pop, about 10 
minutes. 


11) Reduce heat to low, 
stir in Parmesan and but¬ 
ter, continuing to stir un¬ 
til polenta pulls away 
from sides of the pan, 
about 10 minutes. 

12) To assemble: Spread 
lamb filling into a 3-1 (9- 
by-13-inch) baking dish. 

13) Drop large spoonfuls 
of polenta evenly over sur¬ 
face of lamb and gently 
spread to get an even lay¬ 
er. 

14) Bake for 30 to 40 min¬ 
utes until polenta is gold¬ 
en and filling is bubbling 
around edges. Let cool for 


10 minutes before serving.

Brewed Beef with 
Root Vegetables 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 slices bacon, finely diced 
500 g (1 lb) beef blade or 
cross rib simmering steak, 
cut into quarters 
Salt and pepper, to taste

4 medium onions, thinly 
sliced 

30 ml (2 tbsp) all-purpose 
flour 


10 ml (2 tsp) white wine 
vinegar 

2 ml (1/2 tsp) granulated 
sugar 

5 ml (1 tsp) dried thyme 
1 can (284 ml) undiluted 
beef broth 

1 bottle (341 ml) beer 
Bay leaves 

Roasted Root Vegetables 

METHOD: 

1) In Dutch oven or stock- 
pot, cook bacon over 
medium-high heat until 
crisp; transfer to slow 
cooker. 

2) Season steak with salt 
and pepper; brown in ba¬ 
con drippings in Dutch 
oven and transfer to slow 
cooker. 

3) Add garlic and onions to 
Dutch oven; cook over 
medium heat for 10 min¬ 
utes, stirring occasionally. 

4) Stir in flour; cook for 1 
minute. 

5) Add vinegar, sugar, 
thyme, beef broth, beer 
and bay leaves; bring to a 
simmer. 

6) Pour over beef in slow 
cooker. Cover and slow 
cook on low for 8 hours or 
until fork-tender. 

7) Serve with Roasted Root 
Vegetables.
